The play was a very long one of 
five acts, but throughout these five 
acts Ml*.

The fidgeting nervousness of the old 
man so gets on Beau’s nerves that, 
although he turns his hack, he says 
he can still feel him fidgeting, and 
begs him to “stand still, man, stand 
still.’’

Miss Dorothy 
Speare is particularly to be commended 
ns M|*s. St. Auhyn. the witty, caustic, 
unscrupulous woman, whose anger 
and resentment against Beau Brnm- 
mcl causes hia rupture with the 
Prince of Wales, upon whose favor 
his own social position rests.

The annual report of the Metropoli- 
tan Life Insurance Company on the 
business of 1920 shows that the new 
business placed on the books broke 
all previous records in the world, 
Neither the great amount of new in- 
surance taken out. nor the percent 
age of lapses indicate depression in 
the business or industrial world.

The speaker of the afternoon was 
.Mr. Sigmund Adler, who spoke on 
"Immigration and Some of Its Diffi- 
culties,” 

After giving some reminiscences of 
his own childhood and experiences ah 
an immigrant to this country, he went 
on to say that In considering the im- 
migrant, l.t is necessary to consider 
his background. Nearly all of the im- 
migrants who come to us, come from 
lands in which they are oppressed. 
They come seeking freedom, a freedom 
which they do not always find. 

Among tho difficulties which they 
experience over here, he mentioned 
the long, often unnecessary delay at 
Ellis Island, and the question of trans- 
portation. There is, he said, a sort of 
"gentleman’s agreement" among rail- 
roads in regard to the disposition of 
the Immigrant. Too often he is sent 
a round about v/ay to his destination 
instead of the more direct route be- 
cause of the pressure of railroad offi- 
cials. 

The difficulty of making himself un- 
derstood is, of course, always great, 
and of late years, the difficulty of get- 
ting a job has been exceedingly great. 
Some foreigners have gone, so far as to 
get themselves arrestetl in order to ob- 
tain a bed and food. Mr. Adler held 
the large employers responsible for 
the state of things. 

Mr. Adler then went on to explain in 
detail the difficulties in the way of be- 
coming naturalized, and of how the 
immigrant in his ignorance, is often 
deceived by the politician. He himself 
voted for a number of years, although 
he had not taken out his second papers, 
believing that first papers only were 
necessary. 

Often, too, when the would-be citizen 
has made careful preparation for his 
citizenship papers, he is' asked ques- 
tions by the examiner which are 
obviously unfair, which he coaid 
not reasonably he expected to be able 
to answer. All this is very discourag- 
ing to the immigrant, as well as very 
expensive, as he has to pay the ex- 
penses and w’ages of his two witnesses 
M'ho frequently have to come some dis- 
tance. 

The police, too. are often unsympa- 
thetic towards the immigrant, and ar- 
rest him for offenses of which he is 
ignorant of having committed. If w^e 
would inculcate a respect for law. we 
should take care that our police force 
represents the best in American life. 

In regard to the way in which the 
immigrants live in this country, he 
said that conditions are such that they 
are compelled to live as they do, owing 
to the high cost of rent, and to the 
fact that desirable localities are often 
controlled by those who will not allow 
the foreigner to come among them. 
The foreigner seeks his own because, 
in many cases, he has no other place 
to go. It is physically impossible for 
the foreigner to produce as he should 
M'hen compelled to live as he does. 

There are children living under un- 
speakable conditions who go to our 
splendid schools, hut. according to Mr. 
Adler, the home conditions are off- 
setting what the school tries to teach. 

Mr. Adler suggested that laM’s be 
passed to compel better living condi- j 
tions. In concluding he said that 
Americanizatiiin. like religion. is 
caueht not taught. 

Following Mr. Adler. Mr. Lichliter 
made a few remarks, in favor of true 
Americanism without snobbery or pre- 
jud’ce. "Nothing." he said, "is going 
to help America except a genuine lib- 
eralism. a meeting of the immigrant, 
on terras of equality."

Committee hearings on important 
matters have been held the past two 
weeks. Censorship of moving pictures 
brought out a crowd last week. Ma- 
ternity benefits required three sessions 
of the committee and this week, the 
so-called 2.75 bill filled the auditorium 
to capacity. 

Representative Rice as House Chair- 
man of Education will probably have a 
large share of responsibility in the 
so-called physical training bill which 
will undoubtedly be reported by that 
Committee. Mr. Rice assures the writ- 
er that residents of Newton need have 
no concern over this measure as New- 
ton already is doing far more in physi- 
cal training than the bill, if enacted, 
will require. I 

Representative Early, as House 
chairman of the committee on State 
Administration will have a hand in the 
fate of the state constabulary and the 
motorcycle police bills which are 
somewhat in the public eye. 

One of the most spectacular hearings 
of the week was that before Judiciary 
on bills submitted by Attorney General 
J. Weston Allen to curtail., some of 
the tremendous powder now exercised 
by district attorneys. Mr. Allen is not 
popular with the district attorneys of 
Suffolk and Middlesex Counties, to say 
the least, particularly in Suffolk, and 
Mr. Pelletier of Suffolk, not only op- 
poses Mr. Allen’s bills but has some 
of his own which would limit the pow- 
ers of the attorney general. 

In connection with this matter the 
following abstract from a recent arti- 
cle from the Globe correspondent, may 
•be of interest: 

“There is still another influence 
which is working against Mr. Allen 
and that is his unpopularity among 
many of the politicians, big and little, 
at the State House. They are jealous 
of him. They did not take him seri- 
ously when he first became a candidate 
for Attorney General and they h^ve 
never forgiven him for his 8Ut’6e»s in 
ob'tairilrig that office. 

The advertising he has received in 
the past two or three years through his 
activities in different lines of work 
have still more oTerded the politicians. 
Mr. Allen was rhi i man of the Legis- 
lative committee which showed the 
conditions in the fish industry in the 
State and the facts which that com- 
mittee discovered led to the subsequent 
court proceedings. 

Through the publication of Mr. Hurl- 
burt’s report in connection with the in 
vestigation of automobile thefts Mr. 
Allen was bold enough to refiect on 
powerful county officials. He is chair- 
man of the commission which has re- 
cently submitted bills designed to pre- 
vent the recurrence of frauds like the 
one perpetrated by Ponzi and the sale 
of w’orthless securities. And he is now’ 
acting as the agent of the Common- 
w’ealth in a legal tangle with the city 
of Rochester, N. Y., w’hich may lead 
to the deposit of $500,000, more or less, 
in the treasury of the state. That is 
‘like finding money.’ 

However much this publicity may of- 
fend the politicians who do not like 
Mr. Allen, there can be no question 
that it is making him one of the promi- 
nent figures in .Massachusetts politics, 
and that he will have to be considered 
w’hen the time comes for nominating 
new’ candidates for the high State of- 
fices Avhich at present are in the con- 
trol of the Republican party.’’ 

Another hearing which called out a 
full house, was that on the anti-vacci- 
nation bills. Heretofore the antis 
have had a clear field but this year 
the “regulars’’ came back with a bill 
to extend the requirements of vacci- 


nation to pupils of private schools. 

l.,abor Unions were up in arms on 
Wednesday on a bill to allow the op- 
eration of steam plants with but one 
licensed engineer or fireman on the 
Job. instead of having all employees, 
so licensed as is the present law’. A 
few’ manufacturers favored the bill 
but the majority of those present 
strongly opposed the matter on the 
ground of danger. 

Yesterday the daylight saving mat- 
ter w’as reported by the committee fa- 
voring a reduction in time from 7 
months to 5 months. This compro- 
mise is said to be satisfactory to all 
concerned. 

Residents of this city who are in- 
terested in the birds of Massachusetts 
will be glad to learn that the matter 
has been favorably reported by tw’o 
committees.

4 girls, first alders and a patient. At 
the signal to begin the alders begun, 
one at u time to bandage up their own 
particular patient.

Titian’s "Uhrist in the Garden.” and 
riiitoretto’s "Uhrist before I’ilalc’' 
wore among the pictures analysed, the 
speaker explaining how the glory of 
Uhrist was indicated by light as op- 
posed to the surrounding darkness. 

Tlie scene in the Spanish Uhapel in

WOMEN’S CLUBS 


Ora Cl M. BtmT, Editor. 


For ninny years now the Massachu- 
setts State Federation has been work- 
ing toward an Endownment Fund. 
Many things have come up from time 
to time to divert attention from it. 
In the early part of the lOOO’s some 
of the older club women will recall 
that a bazaar was held by the State 
Federation in Horticultural Hall. Bos- 
ton, and a considerable sum was net- 
ted. much of which, — If the Club Edi- 
tor’s memory serves her rightly — was 
devoted to the sustaining of the Model 
School in Georgia. After that work 
was transferred to local agencies, a 
balance remained which was held ns 
a reserve or emergency fund. Some 
years later, when Mrs. George W. Per- 
kins was the president, there was a 
re-organization of the finances and 
this sum was turned over as the nu- 
cleus of an Endowment Fund of $25,- 
000, which it was voted to raise im- 
mediately. The trustees of that time* 
decided that none of the income of the 
fund should he used until the whole 
amDunt should he secured. Plans 
were well underway for another hlg 
bazaar when we entered the war, so 
that was abandoned, the clubs being 
asked to contrilnite a small sum each 
instead. Since that time nothing fur- 
ther has been done. Today the fund 
stands at $20,986.02, and It is the 
purpose of the present administration 
to complete the work this spring, that 
the much-needed income may he avail- 
able. A word to the Newton clubs is 
sufficient. See to it that each does 
something.

She also spoke of the hills for forest 
fire prevention, by which the national 
government shall assist the state au- 
thorities in meeting the expense for 
proper preventive measures. This was 
likewise endorsed. 

A debate on the question of censor- 
ship of motion pictures concluded the 
program. Mr. Edward H. Chandler, 
secretary of the Twentieth Century 
Club, spoke In favor, citing the groat 
amount of objectionahle stuff which 
one gets In the best of the shows. A 
large proportion of the pictures turn 
upon the sex question, they bring out 
more Intimately all the ghastly de- 
tails than when portrayed on the real 
stage, for they can leave nothing to 
the imagination. He explained that 
the existing laws are not sufficient, 
because of the length of time neces- 
sary to invoke them and that local cen- 
sorshop does not work because of vary- 
ing standards. Miss Edith Haynes, 
speaking in opposition, claims that 
there are siiificient laws already upon 
the statute books. She stated that 
those who favor censorship are not 
the regular patrons, that they are more 
critical than the general public and 
harder to satisfy, that the club women 
w'ho are agitating the matter are not 
the contemporaries of those who fre- 
quent the picture houses, that the 
younger generation from 21 to 35 are 
the best judges. She claimed that giv- 
ing so great a power to a small board, 
as the present measure provides. Is 
not democratic. In Maryland and in 
Pennsylvania where state censorship 
exists, people are dissatisfied as they 
are here. Considerable discussion 
came from the floor and upon being 
put to vote the bill was endorsed al- 
most unanimously. 

Mrs. Frank P. Schofield, who was in 
charge of the afternoon, presented the 
prohibition code for re-endorsement, 
also the maternity benefits bill, and thd 
one providing for state control of 
penal Institutions, all of which re- 
ceived the endorsement of the club.

A committee of four, connlstlng of 

H. T. Dougherty, T. R, I>3ckwood, C. 
C. Perry, and H. W. Raecom, had the 
privilege of dlHtrihuting more than 
$3,000 in BcholarnhipR to ex-Hcrvice 
men. Below in the report: 

The district over which they had 
Jurisdiction included Waltham and 
part of Watertown, Sixty-seven men 
received scholarships. Seventeen of 
these men were located in Waltham, 
sixteen in Newton, fourteen in Water- 
town, five in Newton Centre, five in 
Auburndale, five in West Newton, 
three In Newtonville, and one each in 
Waban and Newton Highlands. 

The most popular course selected 
by the men was the business course 
chosen by 24. Next was the automo- 
bile course, which 16 attended, and the 
engineering and law courses with 7 
applicants each. These applicants at- 
tended 17 different schools and col- 
leges. 

Most of the men were granted only 
part of their tuition and satisfied the 
committee that they were going on 
with their education beyond the first 
year. This Is the final report, as there 
,are no more funds available for this 
work. 

The board of directors voted to 
open a school in commerce and 
finance, which would be a branch of 
Northeastern College. This school 
will be opened at the Newton Associa- 
tion next Fall. 

The total membership of the asso- 
ciation at present lacks 19 of being

4. Repeat and explain the Scout 
Motto. 

5. Distinguish Scout officers. 

6. Give the History of the American 
Flag from its inception to its final 
adoption by Congress. 

7. What are the customary respects 
due the Flag? 

8. Tie the following knots: Square, 
Sheet Bend, Bowline, The Fisherman’s 
Knot, Sheepshank, Halter, Clove 
Hitch. Timber Hitch. Two Half Hitch- 
es, — and know their uses.

WANTED 


The Newton Centre Improvement As- 
sociation has been active during the 
past year and has brought about some 
few changes and improvements in 
.Newton Centre. This Association works 
quietly and a great deal of time is 
given I)y its Oflicers and Executive 
Committee to improvements which 
make for the benefit of all who live in 
.Newton Centre. 

Below is a diagram sliowing the 
stretch of Beacon street, bordering the 
Mason School grounds. 

How many people realize what a 
dangerous spot this narrow street is 
to the children who attend this school? 
Many narrow escapes from death or 
serious injury have been observed and 
can be observed almost daily. Not 
only are children careless in running 
into the street for footballs and base-, 
balls at recess time, but in going to 
and from school they cross the street 
at any and all points to get into the 
grounds. 

Autoists naturally try, as a rule, to 
be careful near school buildings and 
grounds hut it is too much to hope that 
unless some measures are taken at 
once to render this stretch safer, a 
serious accident will not take place 
sooner or later. 


A heavy traffic street such as this is 
for practically its full length should 
not become a bottle neck exactly at 
the point where a large school is 
located. 

To remedy this the Association has 
given the metter a great deal of time 
and thought, and the plan as shown 
will make clear what is proposed. 

1st. To widen Beacon street at this 
point. 

2nd. To build an ornamental fence 
along this side from the corner of Bea- 
con street and Langley road, bringing 
this fence around the I.iangley road 
side a sufficient distance to insure best 
protection, and extending it to a point 
practically opposite the new Bank 
Bldg. 

Definite entrance points to the yard 
will he provided at two points only, 
thus forcing concentration at these 
points where the best protection can 
be afforded. 

This plan has the hearty endorse- 
ment of the Newton Planning Board 
the City Engineer, the School Commit- 
tee and the Newton Centre Woman’s 
Club, and in the judgment of the Ex- 
ecutive Committee should be put 
through as soon as the weather will 
oermlt. 


Our Aldermen are fully in sympathy 
with the plan and can he counted upon 
to do their part hut public sentiment 
must express itself rfefinltely, so yon 
will he asked to sign a petition re- 
questing the City to proceed as out- 
lined. 

The second point shown on the plan, 
which has been the scene of several 
serious accidents and numerous near- 
accidents. is at the junction of Beacon 
and Walnut streets. 

It is proposed by the Executive Com- 
mittee to have the City round off these 
corners as shown on the plan. It will 
be recalled that going from Newton 
Centre this junction point is at the 
bottom of a steep grade where traffic 
is heavy l)oth ways and street cars op- 
erate between Newtonville and Newton 
Highlands. The view is obscured not 
only by Imildings but by hill-boards, 
and the remedy lies in the plan herein 
shown. 

There are other points which should 
have attention as soon as may be. but 
these two are the most vital and con- 
stitute an every day menace to many 
people and action is demanded at once.

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NCREASE GA RBAGE AP PROPRIATION 

Idermen Vote Additional $10,000 to Contractor 
Alter Discussion— Turn Down Sunday 
Ice Cream Measure 


The controverfiy over an additional 
ppropriatlon of $10,000 for the collec- 
on of garbage was the chief Item of 
terest at the meeting of the Board 
Aldermen on Monday night. Wll- 
em Magiie, who holds the contract, 
the rate of $12,000 a year, had asked 
r a similar amount In addition, and 
e $10,000 was to carry on the work, 
espite opposition the appropri- 
tlon was voted. 

Alderman Carter opposed the adop- 
on of the order and submitted for 
“nsideratlon a resolve requesting the 
ayor to appoint an examiner to go 
er the books of the contractor, who 
ad asserted that he has been losing 
22,000 a year under the old figures, 
his examiner would make a complete 
'port on the entire matter, said exami- 
ation to be for a period of three 
onths. The resolve further provided 
at If the said report showed that the 
“ntractor was actually losing money 
at the Board would then consider an 
ppropriatlon dating back to March 8. 
Iderman Carter stated that in his 
pinion the Board had not had suffl- 
‘ent Information to act on the matter; 
at the contractor had submitted to 
e committee only a memorandum of 
is payrolls, with nothing to show his 
eceipts from the sale of garbage and 
ogs, and that there was some dlffer- 
nce of opinion as to the exact amount 
f equipment he is using in his work. 
President Harriman, In seconding 
e resolve, suggested that the period 
f examination be restricted to one 
onth, which suggestion was accepted 
y Alderman Carter. The president 
olnted out that there has been dis- 
ussion before on this subject and 
inted out that the interests of the 
ontractor were protected in the re- 
•olve. 

Aldermen Phipps and Nichols op- 
osed the resolve, stating that in their 
pinion the ground had been covered 
ly the members of the aldermanic 
ommittee. They declared that if the 
dditional amount was not appropri- 
ted It was quite possible the contrac- 


tor might give up the work and forfeit 
his bond, and that to properly protect 
the Interests of the city immediate ac- 
tion should be taken. On the question 
of substituting the resolve for the or- 
der only four members voted In fa- 
vor. The order was then adopted, 16 
being in favor and Aldermen Carter, 
Rofs and Young voting nay. 

There was also discussion on the 
question of accepting sections 7 and 8, 
Chapter 136, of the General Law, rela- 
tive to licenses to sell ice cream, etc., 
on Sunday. Alderman Young reminded 
the Board that in previous years the 
vote has been unanimous against this 
measure. The acceptance of the sec- 
tions was defeated by a vote of 11 to 7. 

A short recess meeting of the Com- 
mittee of the Whole was held and upon 
resuming business Alderman Phipps, 
on behalf of the committee, submitted 
a resolution accepting the report of 
the special committee on City Hall and 
soldiers' memorial. This report recom- 
mends the erection of an artistic me- 
morial and civic building, both to be 
placed on property owned by the city 
and adjacent to the Technical High 
School. The memorial Is the design 
of Henry Bacon of New York and the 
civic building the design of a Boston 
architect. 

The approximate cost of the plan Is 
$500,000 and the committee recom- 
mends that at least one-half shall be 
raised by popular subscription and the 
balance appropriated by the city. The 
resolution, before being unanimously 
adopted, was so amended as to state 
that It is the opinion of the Board that 
the time is not opportune for raising 
funds by subscription and asks the 
Mayor to bring the matter before the 
Board when, in his opinion, the proper 
time has come. 

There was no opposition to a peti- 
tion of the Edison Company for a pole 
location on Baldwin street. Ward 7. 
William H. Mague opposed the petition 
of Michael H. Treddin for a permit to

Oliver M. Fisher Makes Interesting 
Address At Eliot Church 
Patriotic Services 

An inHpiring patriotic service was

all may understand, and follow in 
their daily lives; and they are hungry 
for some church to furnish it. The un- 
derlying material forces of this earth 
are not new.

All these forces 
we are enjoying today; steam, elec- 
tricity. waterpower, the explosive en- 
gine, the automobile, aircraft — all de- 
veloped and adapted to our uses.

Thursday with .Mrs. Foster, Walnut 
street, and enthusiastically listened 
to Mrs. Lillian Saxe Holmes of the 
Executive Board of the Prison Reform 
I^eague of Canada. 

.Mrs. Holmes' subject was “.Modern 
Reformatory .Methods.” Last Spring 
she visited the new and beautifully 
situated Industrial School for Girls at 
Richmond, Va.. remaining there sev- 
eral months. She spoke of her ex- 
perience during that period w'ith the 
girls of that institution. Virginia 
girls from fifteen to twenty-one, re- 
cruited from the ranks of factory 
workers, shop girls and chorus girls 
Even in so new and model an institu- 
tion some of the methods of punish- 
ment there needed reform, and since 
she left Mrs. Holmes stated that the 
criticised punishments have been 
abolished. 

In conclusion, she brought to her 
audience the thought that after all we 
are the builders of our ow'u charac- 
ters; our inheritances are but ten- 
dencies; and it lies with us to make 
and shape our lives. .\11 of us if we 
so choose can make our characters of 
sterling quality. 

An interesting discussion followed 
as to the spiritual needs of imprisoned 
girls.

READ FUND LECTURE 


The concluding lecture under the 
auspices of the Read Fund was held 
at Hunnewell Club on .Monday night. 

Rev. Joel H. Metcalf, Ph.D.. of Har- 
vard University Observatory gave a 
talk on, "Celestial Journeys Through 
the Telescope." illustrated by the sier- 
eopticon. 

.Mr. Metcalf gave some startling 
facts in regard to the distance of the 
earth from the sun. stating that it 
was 93.000.000 miles away, and that 
it would take an express train 160 
years to reach it. 

In regard ^to light, he said that it 
would take * light eight minutes to 
reach us from the sun, and eight years 
to reach us from the nearest star. It 
would take 100 years for light to reach 
us from some of the faint, far-away 
stars. 

The lecturer gave an interesting ac- 
count of the "Milky Way." and ex- 
plained that it contained 100.000.000 
suns (stars), and that our own sun 
was a part of it. 

Jupiter. Saturn, and Mars vrere also 
shown, the speaker seeming some- 
what in doubt of the existence of the 
canals of .Mars made famous by Pro- 
fessor Percival Lowell. 

Many of the famous comets of the 
world were pictured, and their com-, 
position explained. 

Lastly, pictures were shown of the 
moon, with its numerous craters.

The Roy Scout Movement Is a move- 
ment of prevention.

The 
practice of different handicrafts aids 
the boy in recognizing his "bent." helps 
him to decide his career, and when a 
boy has learned to think constructive- 
ly through the agency of play, his 
problems are greatly simplified and 
his life is more worth living. The 
Scout Movement has won the boy and 
the Boy has made the Scout Move- 
ment. 

Troop 11, which meets every Friday 
evening at 7.30 in the Bigelow School 
is making rapid strides. At the last 
Parents’ Night there were 74 Scouts, 
candidates, and visitors present. A 
short contest was held in which Scout 
Rees won the Friction Fire contest. 
Knot-tying and signaling were demon- 
strated. The signal-sending speed was 
20 letters per minute for ten minutes, 
which is above the average. A Court 
of Honor passed Scouts Heckman, 
Shanley, McTarnahan, and Clark to 
the rank of Second Class, and Candi- 
dates Barney. Brackett, Pambooklan, 
Fuller, Olander, Foster, and Turner 
were accepted as Tenderfoot Scouts. 

Troop 5, Newton Centre, shows every 
sign of developing into a first-class 
troop with 32 scouts. Great enthusiasm 
is being shown and Mr. Ston the Scout- 
master is deserving of much praise for 
the way in which he has enthused the 
troop. 

Two Boy Scout Campaigns will soon 
be underway. With the Financial, will 
come a campaign for membership. Al- 
though there has been a wonderful in- 
crease in membership since the first of 
the year there are more boys who 
would benefit by becoming Scouts. Sev- 
eral Scoutmasters and Assistant Scout- 
masters are needed. None but men 
who love the boy and wish to assist 
him in his years of adolescence need 
apply. It is a voluntary service, but 
a service which has far more recom- 
pense than money can pay.

Chamlierlain said that it is necessary 
to make each unit in the community 
"nelghbor-rninded.” The war started 
us in thi.s direction. The best exam- 
ple of neighbor-niindcdness, Mrs. 
Chamberlain found In the Pilgrims, yet 
we should remember that not all the 
number possessed that quality. 

In our flocking to the cities, we have 
lost the dependence upon neighbors 
which we had In the smaller rural 
communities, ami this has been a great 
moral catastrophe. The most Impor- 
tant need for this nolghbor-mindedness 
is toward those of foreign birth who 
have come in such numbers during the 
last recent years. She said that the 
most fascinating thing she ever did 
was when she made her first contact 
with the Coreign-horn. When you come 
to know them the fundamentals are 
the same, it is only the superficial 
things that are different. She told of 
many interesting things regarding her 
personal work among them, and of the 
attempts to bring about better rela- 
tions and more neighborliness in dif- 
ferent communities through surveys 
which she has made. In a survey In 
East Boston, the dirtiest woman she 
found was one of old American de- 
scent. The thing to be done is to get 
the people out of the slums who don’t 
belong in the slums. Th address was 
listened to with close attention and 
brought forth considerable discussion. 

The Alliance choir sang two selec- 
tions, which added to the pleasure of 
the afternoon. At the close a social 
hour with tea was enjoyed. Miss Jes- 
sie M. Fisher and Mrs. Arthur Wilson 
presided over the tea table. 


[’MTARIAN CLUB 


At a meeting of the Unitarian Club 
at Channing Church last Friday even- 
ing, Rev. John B. W. Day, Secretary 
for Japan of the American Unitarian 
Association, was the speaker. Mr. 
Day is the successor of Dr. Clay Mac- 
Cauley, who has for many years rep- 
resented the Unitarian work in that 
country. 

Mr. Day’s subject was “Unitarian 
Work in Japan.” He spoke of the 
rather remarkable circumstances that 
led to the beginning of the Unitarian 
Mission there; which was by invita- 
tion of the Japanese government.

The work 
is very largely with students and pro- 
fessors of the universities. Its method 
is that of an influence and counsel 
rather than an organization of num- 
bers. Its activities are turned overjo 
Japanese workers as soon as they are 
prepared, in accordance with their na- 
tional spirit.

has endowed ub repreHent the aame 
hidden power within iih, hb electricity, 
coal, mineralB and metalB, and every 
material thing that we are evolving 
from the earth and the air, repreaent 
In a material way. We are apendlng 
millions in developing water powers, 
steam and electrical plants, but the 
power so obtained is not to be com- 
pared with the groat spiritual forces 
we may have within ns for the asking. 
It is said the greatest of undeveloped 
resources Is faith. The greatest un- 
used power Is prayer. The business 
men are waiting for the Church to 
open to them these resources and 
powers. This country has been a won- 
derful success In everything material. 
We have lost our balance, to my mind, 
and give far more attention to the 
material side of life than its Import- 
ance warrants. The same thought and 
attention given to the development of 
moral and spiritual forces within us 
would bring out In every community, 
the vitalizing force which would be 
felt, and make better the very business 
in which we are engaged. The broad, 
simple faith — In the love of God our 
Father, — who doeth all things well, 
and our obligations to our brother as 
we would have him do to us, — Is 
adapted to our every need. I come to 
you with this thought In mind evolved 
from my own business experience that 
this kind of religibn is needed in busi- 
ness today as never before. By this I 
mean responsibility to God and to man, 
and to the obligations that we must 
live up to, under the Golden Rule. No 
man is honest at heart who is not 
willing to examine himself — to see if 
his motives square with this divine 
command. I believe that liberal Chris- 
tianity is the heart of the covenant of 
all good business life; and we look to 
the Church for the development of this 
spiritual power, the message of sterl- 
ing integrity and honor. Men are suc- 
cessful because they are religious, 
rather than religions because they are 
successful. Selfish, arrogant greed of 
the German Nation for wealth and 
power brought on the World War, and 
dominated the attitude of many other 
nations in the War, and continues the 
endless strife in the owld world for the 
advancement of selfish business and 
political interests. No settlement has 
yet been worked out, based on the love 
of God, and the equal rights of all his 
people. We have had a dream of uni- 
versal peace, and seen the vision fade, 
because it was not founded upon the 
eternal principles of the Golden Rule 
and the Sermon on the Mount. Our 
part in the War developed a concen- 
tration and intensity of effort to a 
definite purpose, never before seen in 
America. Now the re-action has come. 
The spirit of warfare is still active — 
but for selfish ends. The World needs 
the spiritual leadership of the Chris- 
tian Churches to high ideals and in- 
tensive effort. We are becoming an 
irreligious people, which means an ir- 
responsible people. Responsible 
neither to God or man. I would not 
venture to suggest here the crying 
need of this background of a religious 
life, except from the viewpoint of a 
business man, who sees in it our only 
hope for the future. We — who are in 
business — have been conscious of a 
tremendous overturning recently in 
business ethics. In fact, we have been 
passing through business chaos, — the 
causes of which are largely due to a 
lack of good faith between men. A 
standard of business integrity has 
been shown that before the War would 
not have been tolerated. The uncertain 
conditions still continue. Our mills are 
closed or partly closed, and our peo- 
ple are out of employment. Why? Not 
because the products are not needed, 
but capital will not go forward with- 
out some assurance of getting back its 
own. There is no profit in half-empty 
mills. Honorable business is not yet 
re-assured. 

"Cancelitls,” started by our Govern- 
ment after the Armistice, has become 
an international disease — and broken 
contracts a reproach on American 
business men. Some allied industries 
have drawn up a uniform contract of 
sale which they hope may prevent can- 
cellations— but a contract is an invita- 
tion to a lawsuit— simple honesty 
makes contracts unnecessary. As 
Governor Coolidge said, “Wlint Is CH- 
pecially needed now Is u renewal of 
faithful uhservunee of all ohligutions 
and a realization of the sueredness of 
contracts. This is the very foundation 
of all economic activity and all prog- 
ress. Unless it is the rule of action, 
civilized society will break down.” 

In this crisis — I turn to religion as 
our only safeguard, to that personal 
religion that we may carry with us 
into our daily business life to make it 
ring true — for the background of a 
truly religious life will make all con- 
tracts sacred— all obllgatJons bind- 
ing. 

In this critical re-adjustmaiit period, 
It is most vital for us to preserve the 
highest standard of business ethics — 
in foreign trade as in domestic com- 
merce. Our whole commercial struc- 
ture rests upon the sanctity of con- 
tracts, and they in turn must be 
founded upon solemn, moral and re- 
ligious obligations. If our country Is 
to endure, it must re.U upon the eter- 
nal principals of justice, truth and 
simple honestry in our dealings with 
other uatioiis and with ourselves. 

Wo talk about prosperity, but 
prosperity is of little account and can- 
not long exist without a fine sense of 
honor. Indeed -real permnneiit pros- 
perity is impossible without honor. 

*‘To thine own self bo true -and 
then ’twill follow as night the day - 
Thou cuiist not then be false to any 
iiiun.” 

Today we stand upon the threshold 
of a new .National adininistrution, and 
a new leader asks and should receive 
our united support. We may well join 
with him in saying, "It is all so seri- 
ous, the obligations are so suleinn, 
that instead of exulting I ani more 
given to prayer to God to make me 
capable of playing well my part and 
that all these calls to responslbUlty 
may ineut the hopes and aspirations 
of .America and the World.” 

So let our thoughts go out in kind 
ness and good will to our Preddent 
and his aHsoelutos. Tln‘re is a new 
Glory in tlie Stars and Stripes today 
horn of our great hope for tlie future 
of our beloved I'ountry again restoretl j 
to a govurnment of tlie people.'’

The schools of Newton have made a 
great record for the China Famine 
Fund and the interest still continues. 
Rolls of bills, boxes of coin and many 
checks have been flowing into the 
school headquarters and the Newton 
Trust Co. This bank kindly took 
charge of the collections and sent their 
check to the order of Kidder, Peabody 
& Co., who are the treasurers for this 
fund in Massachusetts, 

Principals of the grade schools have 
said that the pupils covered their 
neighborhoods like good salesmen, 
placing the stamps and Hunger Post- 
ers in many homes. Young people are 
kindhearted when the appeal is for 
starving children in other lands and 
they make persistent solicitors for this 
intense need in China. Last week the 
high schools got busy and the dollar 
gifts came in a flood. The girls of the 
Vocational High held a sale of paper 
roses and disposed of all they had 
made in less than twenty minutes. It 
would be expected that the Classical 
High with its large numbers would 
win the laurels for the highest figures 
and they certainly rolled up a big 
score with over $403 turned in at their 
first report, with one room of the 
Freshman Class leading. 

The grades did equally well and if 
the age of the workers is taken into 
account a judge would give the blue 
ribbon to some of these rooms of 
younger children who sold stamps and 
broke open their little banks to swell 
the fund. One room in the Claflin 
School takes the prize to date with a 
total of $103.11 from 29 pupils. A few 
of th egirls in this 6th grade scoured 
their neighborhoods and did all kinds 
of work to earn their money. The 
Claflin School as a whole turned in 
$281.90, the largest amount from any 
one of the grades, due to the zeal of 
their winning room in large measure. 
Roger Wolcott School is in line for the 
best record considering the smaller 
number of pupils, for their $222 came 
from no more than 300 pupils.

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MUST SHOULDER RESPONSIBILITIES 

Dr. John C. Ferguson Tells of America’s Duly 
In Lecture at Eliot Church 


A very innpiring and interesting ad- 
dress was given by Dr. John C. Fer- 
guson of Newton before the Joint 
meeting of the Eliot Men’s Club and 
the Women’s Association on Wednes- 
day evening at Eliot Church, Newton. 
Dr. Ferguson took for his subject, 
"Present Day Foreign Relations.’’ He 
said in part: 

We, in America, seem to have for- 
gotten that there ‘has been in our own 
time one of the greatest wars in his- 
tory. In other parts of the world, men 
are still talking and thinking of the 
war, but, in this country, it is almost 
as if the war had not been. This 
shows in us an astonishing ability to 
adapt ourselves to present conditions, 
but, on the other hand, we seem to 
have forgotten the high ideals and 
purposes which actuated us during the 
war. 

There is one thing which is worse 
than war, dreadful as that is, and that 
is the deadening of ideals, the living 
for one’s self alone. We sometimes 
forget that the Christian religion is a 
militant one, that it stands for the 
maintenance of those things which are 
worth while even at great cost and 
sacrifice. 

Europe, Asia and Africa are in a 
state of chaos. This chaos of the 
world has no relation to the League 
of Nations. Its causes have grown 


out of the condition of the people 
themselves. Neither the Peace of 
Versailles nor the League of Nations 
has attacked the real problems of Eu- 
rope such as the Russian situation. 

An association or league of nations 
can only be built up when the mem- 
bers of It represent the same ideals 
and purposes. There is no royal road 
to peace. It can only be brought about 
through the lifting up of the individ- 
ual. You cannot compel people to be 
good by law. I.aw is dependent for 
Its effectiveness upon the ideals of a 
people. The results of the 18th 
amendment in this country are an Il- 
lustration of this. 

The league of Nations is not prac- 
ticable, nor is it desirable for Amer- 
ica, for it would drag us down to the 
ideals of other nations. Our Ideals are 
higher than those of other nations. "We 
have the best form of government, and 
the best chance of working out some- 
thing of value to the world. 

Other nations are not at peace be- 
cause they have had aggressive poli- 
cies. This has never been America’s 
ideal. We want to be able to carry 
out our own ideals. 

Every thing that has been accom- 
plished in Europe has been done 
through the Supreme Council of the 
five great nations. This is a military

MAIH’H BIRDS ABOUT NEWTON 


The birds to bo seen during March 
In Newton fall under four groups: 

Prrmniieiit RcMldoiits- Birds which 
may be found about here at all times 
of year. Chief among these arc the 
following: Crow. Blue Jay, Flicker, 
(the big brown Woodpecker, who 
spends much of his time on the 
ground probing for ants). Downy 
Woodpecker (the small black and 
white Woodpecker, often wrongly 
called “Red-headed Woodpecker." be- 
cause of the red patch on the head of 
the male bird), White-breasted Nut- 
hatch, Chickadee, Screech Owl (one 
has been seen for several years on 
Church street, near Maple avenue, in 
the twilight. This bird keeps in 
check both mice and English Spar- 
rows), Sharp-shinlied (?) Hawk (a 
small Hawk, probably the Sharp- 
shinned, has been seen frequently in 
the^ame region as the Screech Owl). 
European Starling (an introduced 
bird, not to be encouraged. Looks 
like a Bob-tailed Blackbird, hut has a 
yellow bill), American Goldfinch, 
Cedarblrd or Cedar Waxwing. 

Winter Visitants — Birds which nest 
to the north of us, but come at least 
as far south as Newton for the winter. 
Many do not leave for the north until 
late April or well into May. These 
are the Tree Sparrow (gone about 
April 20), Junco (gone about April 
20). Golden-crowned Kinglet (gone by 
April 25). Brown Creeper (gone by 
May), White-throated Sparrow or 
“Peabody Bird,” now singing on 
Church street, gone by May 15. This 
bird is rare in winter; more common 
as transient visitant. 

TraiisItMit Vlsllants - Birds which 
stop in Newton on the way from their 
more southern “winter resorts” to 
their nesting grounds farther north 
are the Fox Sparrow (here from 
March 15 — April 20. A bird worth 
seeing and hearing. Found near Hem- 
lock Gorge, Newto'n Upper Falls, 
Rusty Blackbird (.March 5 to May 8. 
In alder thickets ami swampy places). 
Ducks (on Charles River, between 
Upper and Lower Falls). The most 
familiar are the Black Duck, .Mallard. 
American Merganser, Red-breasted 
.Merganser, Scaup Duck. 

Siiniiiier Residents— Birds return- 
ing to this region to nest after winter- 
ing farther south are the Robin (a 
few winter here). Bluebird, Bronzed 
Grackle or Crow Blackbird. Red- 
winged Blackbird, Meadowlark, Cow- 
bird, Song Sparrow (a few winter 
here), Phoebe. 

The rarer or more irregular birds 
and puzzling birds, like the Hawks, 
have been purposely omitted, as this 
list is intended to be a guide to be- 
ginners. And March is a glorious 
month for beginners! 

The following books are excellent 
helps to bird-study: “Guide to Birds 
of New England and Eastern New 
York," by Ralph Hoffmann. This gives 
both land and water birds. “Birds of 
Village and Field,” by Florence Mer- 
riam Bailey. “Travels of Birds,” by 
Frank Chapman. Chester Reed’s 
Pocket Guides, especially “Land 
Birds” and “Water Birds.”

“GOD NOT TO RLAME BErAISE 
LIFE IH I NFAIir 

God i« not to blamu becaiiRe life i-i 
unfair,” declarea Rev. .1. Edgar Park, 
at the Se(!ond Church, at a recent 
Sunday evening meeting. Thla, In 
brief, waH hla anawer to the chlld’a 
queatlon, “Life ian’t fair, la it?” Me 
preached to an overcrowded church 
at thla fourth meeting of popular 
Sunday evening aervicea held during 
Lent. 

At the very outaet .Mr. I’ark an- 
swered quite contrary to the nine- 
teenth century Idea by frankly admit- 
ting: "No, life la not fair." Me had 
no sympathy whatever with the ideas 
of a generation ago which held that 
whatever our lot we should make the 
heat of It. 

"Who is to blame,” asked Mr. Park. 
"I am more Intereatcd in that side 
of the que.stion than in the question 
a.s to whether life is or is not fair, 
in my boyhood, I was taught to be 
content with my cla.s.s and position in 
life. The girl for years a patient, 
public-pleasing clerk in a large, poor- 
ly ventilated (lepartment store and the 
twelve year old boy assigned thus 
young to personality killing tasks in 
the coal mine were told that it was 
God’s will and they must face these 
conditions calmly and joyfully. 

"Why is it God is blamed? It 
isn’t God’s fault that things are wrong. 
It seems difficult in some cases to 
draw this conclusion, but it is true 
nevertheless. At birth one child is 
born feebleminded and another 
genius, one physically strong, another 
weak, one with a tendency to do some 
wrong, another morally straight, — ah, 
you say, surely this isn’t fair! But 
even in all these cases, the cause is 
not traceable to God, but to the 
thoughtlessness and ignorance of 
some one of the chibl’s ancestors. 

"p]nvironment play.s its great part in 
making life what it is. The success 
of Henry Ford is not due to his birth, 
but to what has happened since his 
birth. It was his determination in the 
little bicycle shop where he worked 
to be somebody and do something 
which made him what he is today. 
Yet we cannot but admit that whether 
one is born into wealth or poverty 
makes a tremendous difference in life 

"There is enough wealth to go 
around if people will stop hoarding it 
all, just as it was possible in the feed- 
ing of the five thousand to feed all 
and have much to spare. There are 
two methods to bring about more just 
and fairer conditions: One is by char- 
ity and the other by reorganization 
The first method is most practised, 
more 'easy, but never ended; the sec 
ond is Christian, fair, practical and 
sensible. 

"The next generation must solve the 
problem of combining the two domi 
nant desires of all people to get and 
to serve. Then all purely selfish own- 
ership of capital or skill that does not 
take into account the public value will 
end. Until such a combination of sel- 
fish and public desires is realized, it 
is true now that God has wonderful 
compensations for all who have the 
character and re.solve to be successful 
and happy.”

school at Boston University. He said 
Dr. Buttera is asked to have charge of 
more funerals and memorial services 
th^n any man of his acquaintance. 
Thffe is because of his optimism. He 
does not make people feel sad and de- 
pressed at such occasions, but gives 
them the beautiful hope of life eternal 
and the joy of future meeting with 
loved ones “just gone before." 

Dr. Shepler spoke of the relation 
of Dr. Butters to the older members 
of the ministry, as well as to the 
young students whose name for him is 
“Daddy Butters," spoken in loving 
tones by every young theological stu- 
dent at the university. One had only 
to glance at the students present that 
evening to be sure of the truth of the 
above statement. 

Dr. Butters “boys" are scattered all 
over the world. Many Bishops are 
numbered among them: Bishop 

Hughes, Bishop Birney, Bishop Blake. 
Bishop Fisher, Bishop Burns and 
others; beside hundreds of men in the 
pastorate, some in the most prominent 
of the churches in .Methodism. 

AATien Bishop Hughes was intro- 
duced as the next speaker, one w’on- 
dered just what was left for him to 
say. but he was not at a loss for 
words of love and praise for his good 
friends. Bishop Hughes said he had 
known and loved Dr. Butters since he 
(the bishop) came as a young man to 
the Boston University School of 
Theology thirty-two years ago. “At 
that time Dr. Butters was an occa- 
sional speaker at Boston University; 
now he is professor in practical 
theology at Boston University." 

He said the first New England 
home in which he was entertained at 
dinner was the home of Dr. and .Mrs. 
Butters, then in .\ewtonville. He told 
of some of the details of that dinner, 
showing what a lasting impression it 
made upon his mind. He said this 
spirit of hospitality was one followed 
by Dr. and Mrs. Butters throughout 
the whole of the forty years of his 
ministry. 

He quoted Longfellows “Golden 
Legend," the quotation being one 
used years ago in a letter he had re- 
ceived from Dr. Butters; 

“O blessed Lord! how much I need 
thy light to guide me on my way! 
So many hands that without heed. 

Still touch thy wounds and make them 
bleed! 

So many feet that day by day, still 
wander from thy fold astray! 
Unless thou fill me with thy light. I 
cannot lead my flock aright; 

Nor without thy support can bear the 
burden of so great a care. 

But am myself a castaway " 

He also spoke of Dr. Butters’s skill 
as a letter writer. In conclusion he 
added “there is no better loved man in 
all ‘ New’ England ministerial circles 
than the one we honor this evening." 

Dr. Bates in a few’ well chosen 
words told something of the place Dr. 
and Mrs. Butters hold in the hearts 
of their immediate neighbors and pre- 
sented .Mrs. Butters with a bouquet of 
roses as a token of this love. He then 


introduced Mr. William S. Wagner, 
treasurer of the church. Mr. Wagner 
said was pretty strong, however, “1 
would guarantee that his word was 
worth more to Dr. Butters than that 
of the previous speakers. He then pre- 
f'.ented Dr. Butters with a check for 
$800. a gift of love and appreciation 
from his parishioners and friends. 

Dr. Butters w’as most agreeably sur- 
prised and said he appreciated all that 
had been done for him and for Mrs. 
Buttera. but he thought what had been 
said was pretty strong, however. “I 
agree with all you have said of this 
dear woman here." He said he real- 
ized that the evening’s pleasure meant 
a great deal of hard work for a great 
many people and he w’aa glad to think 
of it as a labor of love, something to 
be remembered always by Mrs. But- 
ters and himself. 

The church was decorated wMth 
beautiful flowers, gifts to Mrs. Butters. 
The church, ladies’ parlor, where the 
receiving line stood, and the parish 
house were made beautiful w-ith many 
palms and potted plants, furnished by 
W. A. Riggs, Auburndale florist. 

The color scheme in the parish 
house w’as yellow’, green and w’hite. 
quantities of crepe paper and flowers 
w’ere used with w’onderful effect. An 
orchestra behind a lattice of flowers 
and foliage furnished music during 
the reception and refreshments.

council. There la, at the present time, 
a subtle propaganda to force the 
United States to join the League of 
Nations through certain concessions. 
Unless public opinion makes itself 
heard, and we are alive to the situa- 
tion. this constitutes a real danger. 
The League of Nations has nothing in 
it which can help us. nor anything by 
which we can help other nations. 

When we do take a part in European 
affairs we want to do it according to 
American ideals. Dur ideals are not 
those of Europe. For example, we, 
unlike Europe, have always paid for 
territory which we have acquired, 
even w’hen the nation from whom we 
have acquired it has been defenceless. 
Nor would we as a nation ever have 
agreed to the taking of Shantung. 
Ideals come only through gradual de- 
velopment. 

America is, at present, the acknowl- 
edged leader of the world. The finan- 
cial situation Is absolutely In our 
hands, yet only 1-25 of the men of our 
country are familiar with finance. We 
ought to have twenty-five times as 
many men familiar with international 
banking ns we have, and as many 
more familiar with diplomacy. We are 
almost as unprepared for world lead- 
ership now as we were unprepared at 
the beginning for war. 

Yet America must shoulder her re- 
sponsibilities. We must be prepared 
to deal with the problem of the Pa- 
cific. of the Philippines, and of Japan. 
The A'ap question, for example, is one 
about which we should be consulted. 
We had a share in the world war. and 
should have a share in the conditions 
following it. 

As for China, the Republic has come 
to stay. Conditions between the North 
and the South are already becoming 
beter, only a small section in South- 
ern China is at present resisting the 
government. In a few years. China 
will have attained harmony within and 
will then begin, to develop her re- 
sources. 

The present famine conditions in 
China could probably have been met 
by China had it not been for the re- 
quisition of the railways, shipping, 
etc., by the military authorities, which 
prevented food from being brought 
from other parts of China to the af- 
flicted provinces.

Locnl Hiippeiiliigs 


In an address on “Youth and Its 
Present Day Handicaps” before the 
Newton Community Club last week 
Thursday afternoon. Dr. Alfred E. 
Stearns, headmaster of Phillips Ando- 
ver Academy, assailed the home, the 
school, the church, the movie and 
modern social activities In no uncer- 
tain manner in their failure to edu- 
cate, wliich in the broadest sdnse of 
the term is to develop the character 
of the youth of today. There is noth- 
ing which will ever take the place of 
the home in the upbringing of youth, 
but the modern home is not function- 
ing as it used to function. 

The next most important factor is 
the school, and the public schools 
are doing a great work, but they are 
not doing what they should, for many 
over the land are closed because there 
are no teachers, and where there are, 
many are being taught by those who 
are ill-prepared. 

The other great factor, the church. 
Is not -doing what it used to do, it Is 
not drawing, gripping, holding, in- 
spiring the young people with re- 
ligious ideals as it did in the past. 
We can’t afford to let this factor go 
without an effort. 

“The movie,” said Dr. Stearns, “is 
the most deadly and pernicious influ- 
ence in this land, or any other land.” 
The popular magazines, too, are filled 
with stuff and filth, such as in his own 
youth appeared only in small pamph- 
lets which were passed around among 
a few low-minded men in college. 

As for the modern social activities, 
especially the modern dances. Dr. 
Stearns could not understand what 
parents were thinking about to let 
their boys and girls be subjected to 
the influences and temptations sur- 
rounding it. Some hopeful signs he is 
beginning to see,'— for things have 
gone so far that they can't go farther 
without a complete crash, — in move- 
ments led by the students themselves, 
primarily by the boys. He cited re- 
cent action on the part of young men 
at New Haven at the time of the 
Junior Prom. Their better natures 
are rising in protest. 

The speaker feels that the mothers 
are largely responsible, in that they 
want their daughters to he popular 
and have not placed around them suf- 
ficient restraint. He said we hardly 
realize how much young men depend 
upon their belief in the high-minded- 
ness of their girl friends. 'There must 
be a restoration of this trust among 
girls, for upon it depends the virility 
of the coming generation. 

Prolonged applause testified to the 
approbation of the audience for Dr. 
Stearns’s frank and forceful presenta- 
tion of the subject. 

The club was glad to welcome again 
the chorus, the selection rendered 
adding much to the pleasure of all. 

At the regular meeting of the Waban 
Woman’s Club on Monday afternoon at 
the Waban Neighborhood Club house, 
the hostesses for the day were Mrs. 
Cheney, Mrs. Talbot and Mrs. Bar- 
nard.

The meeting of the Auhurndale 
Woman’s Club was held on Tuesday 
last in the Congregational Chapel in 
Auhurndale. During the hd.alnosM 
meeting the attention of the audience 
was vividly focussed In the Near East 
by Mrs. Lincoln’s earnest plea for the 
lirof ent drive. She set forth with clear 
comprehension the condition and need 
o! the people, especially the women, 
v:ho suffer under Turkish oppression. 
She described the splendid work which 
is being carried on by the Near East 
Relief, how the funds devoted to chil- 
dren are expended, and why “say it 
with flour.” 

Miss Amy M. Sucker, the sp jakor of 
the afternoon, transported her hearers 
to Hollywood, Cal., giving a cleilghiful 
account of her experience as art di- 
rector in the famous movie studios. 
She explained much of the technique 
in motion picture production, how the 
scenes are arranged and the pictures 
actually taken, how costumes and 
properties are provided and cared for, 
and how each part of the immense or- 
ganization functions. She gave inti- 
mate glimpses of well known stars in 
their life both on and off stage, tell- 
ing f t the devices by which ‘they se- 
cure the ever desired publicity. She 
(iipcusr.ed the screen play itself, both 
from the standpoint of the studio, and 
from the standpoint of the average 
movie attender, A successful movie 
must have suspense, appeal, humor, 
and contrast. Miss Sucker’s talk, like 
a good scenario, possessed these four 
qualities, carrying along a compelling 
pcr.sonal interest from the Tue.^day 
evening when her “first set was shot,” 
to ihe amusing stories which closed 
her address. 

President’s Day of the Xewtonville 
Woman’s Club was a very pleasant oc- 
casion. There was a short musical 
program, consisting of vocal selections 
with violin and piano accompaniment, 
violin solos and a group of songs by 
the following artists: Mrs. .lessle Xute 
Bennett, contralto; Miss Helen Tower, 
violin, and ^liss Florence Williams, 
piano. 

The president, Mrs. .Joseph C. 
Hagar, then welcomed the visiting 
presidents, and introduced Miss Hel- 
oise E. Hersey, of Boston, who gave a 
most interesting and uplifting lecture 
upon “The Modern Novel in its Re- 
lation to the Modern Woman.” 

The novel, she said, is one of the 
late forms of literature, being hardly 
more than one hundred years old. The 
poets cared more for the people in 
masses, the novelist has made the in- 
dividual the centre of interest. 'The 
novel is not a narrative of things as 
they happened; rather, the novelist 
chooses and develops his theme from 
real life, not as the photographer, but 
as the portrait painter. The truth he 
wishes to express is often symbolic. 
Impossible to define. In these modern 
times-? happy is he who can! 

A long time, she said, is one of the 
best tests of a novel. One thousand 
are consigned' to oblivion, to one that 
is ensconced in the hall of fame. The 
Boston Public Library has little of 
current fiction, most of the books be- 
ing from one to five years old before 
being placed upon the shelves. 

The true function of literature is 
that “we may have life and have it 
more abundantly.” A novel is good or 
bad, as it meets or fails to meet that 
test. 

Today’s novels are appalling in 
their number, some 6,000 being pub- 
lished each year in the United States 
alone. In general, they emphasize the 
character of the hero or heroine at the 
expense of the plot, the modern novel 
having little plot. The work of many 
recent writers was characterized and 
held up to the test of “giving life,” and 
much of it was found to leave the 
reader dull and unresponsive with ev- 
ery good emotion paralyzed. 

The well-balanced person is equally 
guided by the intellect, the will and 
the emotions. With the heroines of 
today, it is a domination of the emo- 
tions over the others, and they have a 
new emotion every fifteen minutes. 
Writers have learned how to write 
very well, their conversation is very 
clever, quite in contrast to the stilted, 
formal, unnatural conversation of the 
novels of the 80’s. 

Miss Hersey in closing reminded her 
hearei^? that the novelists are painting 
life as they find it. If we are not sat- 
isfied with their picture, the fault lies 
with those who are living today, and 
it rests w^ith each one to help to deter- 
mine the note of the novel of the fu- 
ture. 

Following the lecture, which was ac- 
corded enthusiastic applause at its 
conclusion, the guests passed through 
the long receiving line of officers and 
descended' to the room below, where 
dainty .refreshments were served by 
the Hospitality committee, Mrs. L. W. 
Lelund, chairman; Mrs. F. E. French, 
Mrs. A. T. Hill, Mrs. Arthur W. Cham- 
berlain and Mrs. C. B. Whitney presid- 
ed over the table. 

At the meeting of the Social Science 
Club on Wednesday morning, Mrs. 
Louis S. Drake presented the plana of 
the program committee for the com- 
ing year, the suggostiou being that 
some of the encouraging things of the 
times he dwelt upon. 

The speaker of the morning was Dr. 
A. Warren Stearns, who gave a most 
unusual and stimulating lecture upon 
"Mental Hygiene in Industry." In 
opening, he regretted that there is 
nothing in mental hygiene which cor- 
responds to the toothbrush of dental 
hygiene, that is, nothing tangible and 
definite, no one specific to be reeoiu- 
meiuled. 

Mental diseases, he said, full into 
four (4*.'finite groups: Insanity, feeble- 
mindedness. psycho-neurotic, and ab- 
normal personalities. Uersuns in the 
first group are not of much of any 
economic value. The feeble-minded, 
on the other hand, may become per- 
fectly good workmen. He cited nine- 
ty-three hoys of this class, who had 
earned In a year IllO.DOO, so that there 
is a future for them in industry. 

Ill the third group are placed those 
functional iumwuus disorders which 


the Hpcaker has been wont to conwlder 
due to “the degeneracy of modern 
tlmeB”; but since he had discovered 
that from Plato and Arlntotle down 
people have decried the degeneracy of 
their own times, he had concluded 
that because our ideals are so far 
ahead of our attainments, the past 
looks better to us. As a matter of 
fact, many thing.s show us that the 
times are not degenerating, and cited 
as one example that the death rate Is 
steadily going down. Persons em- 
braced in this group play the role of 
the martyr In industry. They fatigue 
easily, are unable to do humdrum 
work and much of Industry predis- 
poses to this. But a great group of 
thorn may be saved to Industry by 
proper regulation of their work. 

The last group, that of abnormal 
personalities. Is made of three general 
types, those who emotionally unstable, 
and It Is possible to increase their 
emotional control; the inadequate 
personality, where there is something 
the matter with the volition. This t.vpe 
should be used In industry; and third- 
ly, the paranoid personality. 

Dr. Stearns Illustrated his talk with 
examples of persons whom he has 
known as fitting into these various 
types. In the course of the distfu.saion 
he expressed his doubt as to the value 
of much of the so-called vocational 
guidance and was also somewhat 
skeptical as to the “army tests” which 
psychologists are proposing to sub- 
stitute for entrance examinations for 
admission to college.

“The Newton Free Library's Work 
Among Foreigners” was the subject 
of the address given last Sunday by 
Harold T. Dougherty, librarian of the 
.Newton Free Library, before the Eliot 
Church Forum. 

Mr. Dougherty started by stating 
that the total foreign born population 
of Newton, according to the census of 
1915, the last figures available, was 
11,485, and that of these, 8.241 were 
born in Great Britain or some of its 
provinces, leaving as a basis for dis- 
cussion in his talk 3.244, about 7 per 
cent of the total population of the 
city. He showed that the foreign born 
was distributed over the city accord- 
ing to the figures in the following 
paragraph : 

According to the 1915 census there 
are in Ward 1. 1.887, Ward 2. 2,140; 
Ward 3, 1.702; Ward 4. 1,086; Ward 5, 
1,722; Ward 6, 1,980; Ward 7. 968. 

,For the foreign born there is a total 
of 2,129 volumes in the library.' These 
have been supplemented to a great ex- 
tent by books from the Massachusetts 
Free Library Commissii^. The circu- 
lation of these foreign'"books during 
1920 amounted to 1,369 volumes, or 
less than one-half volumes per capita 
of foreign born. This figure alone 
shows the need of extension in this 
phase of the work, for the per capita 
circulation of all books in the 
library- for all residents of the city 
amounted in 1920 to over eight vol- 
umes, a total of 378,000 books. 

Mr. Dougherty went on to show how 
by the use of certain types of books the 
library was able to create an interest 
for the studying of Engiisn, — books 
both for the student and for the 
teacher. He showed that there was 
an interest among those born outside 
of the country to become naturalized, 
and the books which were useful in 
this as well as others which had con- 
cern of the laws and living conditions 
which are in vogue in the United 
States. He spoke about various books 
which the librarians and others were 
instrumental in procuring the publi- 
cation of, especially mentioning Mrs. 
Canoutas. Mrs. Canoutas’s volume 
and title was "Our Babies,” a thous- 
and copies of which were published in 
modern Greek. He mentioned the 
volume and title, “The Story of 
America,” by Alberto Pecorini, for the 
.Massachusetts Society of Colonial 
Dames. This book is written in I^tin- 
root English on the one page with 
the Italian on the opposite. 

Reference was made to the Rever- 
end Mr. Dingwell’s talk on the “Civic 
Theatre,” given in Eliot Church a few 
weeks ago. It was thought that this 
phase of the work here in Newton 
might not be conducted as it is in 
Rhode Island because of the variance 
of numbers of the foreign born. Mr. 
Dougherty emphasized, however, the 
opportunity which was presented in 
Nonantum, where according to the 
census figures there are in the neigh- 
borhood of 900 Italians, of conducting 
a larger library service by having an 
attractive building for the library 
quarters, and a library worker to give 
full time towards the development of 
the work of foreigners in that section. 
He spoke of the library as being one 
of the institutions which could readily 
take up this work inasmuch as it is 
noil-sectarian, non-political, and a 
most cosmopolitan institution, — as its 
aim is to serve all citizens without 
distinction. He ended by stating that 
this talk was not one of accomplish- 
ment, but a vision of what is ahead to 
be done.

THE CENTRAL COUNCIL 


Report for First Year of the Advisory 
Board for Social Activities 


Although its work for the first year 
of its existence has been largely prep- 
aratory, the first annual report of the 
Central Council of Social Activities 
Indicates that the project is successful 
and that the need w'hlch led to its or- 
ganization is being satisfactorily 
filled. 

The report follows: 

The organization of the Central 
Council of Social Activities of Newton 
came about because of a growing con- 
viction on the part of several thought- 
ful people, that the Social Agencies in 
this City needed to understand each 
other better and needed to work in 
closer co-operation. 

Mr. George .M. Angler, Chairman of 
the Newton Chapter, American Red 
Cross, called a meeting in January, 
1920, w’hich resulted in the organiza- 
tion of the Central Council. 

The Charter Membership, consisting 
oc 10 Agencies, has increa.sed during 
the year to twenty with 41 delegates. 

The meetings are held on the second 
Tuesday of each month from October 
through June. 

The Council has three officers: 
Chairman. Vice-Chairman and Secre- 
tary. These officers, together with 
three additional members, have con- 
stituted the Executive Committee. 
This CouAmittee has met seven times 
during the year. 

The Council has held nine meetings. 
The following organizations have 
been invited to present their w’ork: 

The District Nursing Association of 
Newton. 

The Newton Circle, 

The Stearns School Centre. 

The Newton Welfare Bureau. 

The West Newton Music School. 

The W’est Newton Neighborhood 
House.

The Newton Hospital Social Service 
League. 

The New’ton Red Cross. 

The Newton City Charity Depart- 
ment.

Unique Entertainment at Neigtiortiood 
Club in that Village 

A shipload of immigrants arrived in 
Waban Saturday evening, .March 19. 
The good ship, “Waban,” tied up at 
the Neighborhood Club wharf at 9 
o’clock. Capt, Blaney presided over 
the disembarking of a motley crowd, 
kept well in hand by Police Officer 
Davis and well disinfected and delous- 
ed by Mr. Chandler of the Red 
Cross. 

Women with babies, with bundles, 
with birds in cages, with baskets *or 
bundles on heads filed down the gang 
plank accompanied by as rough a 
looking set of men as ever were al- 
lowed to land in U. S. A. 

A grand march was formed, beaded 
by Capt. Blaney and .Mrs. Moore. 
There were more peasant costumes 
than comic costumes and some were 
extremely beautiful, but the comic 
costumes were the source of merri- 
ment. Mrs. Reinhardt in a blue gray 
suit of the eighteen-eighties, tight 
waisted, high shouldered, leg-o’-mut- 
ton sleeved, was one of the latter. 
Mrs. Mason also as an Italian organ 
grinder came under this head. During 
an interval between two dances an- 
other organ grinder appeared with a 
larger monkey, remarkably skilled as 
a dancer. The identity of the dancing 
monkey remained hidden behind the 
mask. 

Supper of hot dogs and pickles, root 
beer and near beer was passed about 
in large baskets and pitchers to the 
hungry crowd. The music was excel- 
lent and the fun — well, you should 
have heard the laughter!

COMPTROLL ER DABO LL RESIGNS 

Cily Clerk Filling Olllce Temporarily Till Alder- 
men Pick Successor 


City Comptroller John Daboll ten- 
dered his resignation at the meeting 
of the Board of Aldermen on Monday 
night and Alderman .Nichols’ motion 
that it be accepted immediately was 
unanimou.sly adopted bv the board. 

On Tuesday .Mayor Childs appoint- 
ed City Clerk Frank M. Grant as tem- 
porary comptroller, and tonight there 
will be a special meeting of the alder- . 
men to fill the office temporarily until | 
a successor to Mr. Daboll can be; 
found. It is probable that the aider- 
men will concur with the .Mayor’s ac- 
tion and leave .Mr, Grant in temporary 
charge. 

•Mr. Daboll has filled the office since 
.May, 1919. His salary has been S3. 700 
a year. His appointment gave .New’ton 
the distinction of being one of the first 
cities to install the system of ac- 
counting that the State Bureau of Sta- 
tistics uses, and at present several at- 
taches of the State department are at 
work in City Hall justifying the rec- 
ords. Following Mr. Daboll's appoint- 
ment the ordinances were gradually 


changed sc as to place all city ac- 
counting under his charge. 

The aldermen adopted an ordinance 
at the meeting that places the licens- 
ing and inspection of dealers in fruit, 
vegetables. and fish in the care of the 
Sealer of Weights and .Measures, 
where formerly this work has been 
done by the Board of Health. 

Alderman Whidden offered a resolu- 
tion. which was adopted, calling the 
attention of the School Committee and 
the Superintendent of Schools to the 
fact that school rooms are not regu- 
larly aired by opening the windows. 

Following is the text of this reso- 
lution : 

Resolved: 

In view of the opinion of the Public 
Buildings Committee, formed from in- 
spection of certain school buildings 
made at a visiting meeting of the com- 
mittee .March 16. with regard to the 
hygienic value of fresh air to the oc- 
cupants of these buildings during 
school sessions, it is respectfully of- 
fered to the attention of the School

“Men and women get their 
ideals of truth, beauty and right liv- 
ing from books more than from any- 
where else,” said Mrs. George B. C. 
Rugg, chairman of Literature of the 
State Federation, at the conference of 
that department on Wednesday morn- 
ing of this week. On this account the 
department is devoting much thought 
and care upon lists of hooks, especially 
for young people, which they are rec- 
ommending for general reading. A 
specially interesting feature of the 
conference was the talk by Mr. Clive 
of the Henry Jewett Players upon 
“The Literary Play” in which he 
stated that but one or two commercial 
producers have believed in the power 
of uplift in the stage or cared for the 
literary value of a play. He cited 
Henry Jewett as an exception, but in 
founding his repertory theatre he had 
sacrificed his career as an actor, Mr. 
Clive gave some interesting figures 
showing how the public is gradually 
being educated to an appreciation of 
the literary play as witnessed by the 
attendance at the Copley Theatre. 

Miss Marie Ware Laughton gave 
helpful suggestions as to the kind of 
plays which clubs should attempt to 
produce, and strongly urged the selec- 
tion of those which have literary value, 
and warned her audience to think very 
carefully before trying a play that has 
had a tremendous success upon the 
professional stage. She particularly 
recommended having as much of the 
work of the production, including scen- 
ery and costumes, done by members of 
the club as possible that the commun- 
ity spirit may be fostered. 

Mrs. Rugg urged that the clubs hold 
some sort of study class and explained 
the material which her department has 
to offer. 

Mrs. Ralph Albertson in her discus- 
sion of Reading for Children touched 
a vital point when she recommended 
mothers to read with their children, 
saying it makes for community of in- 
terest in the family, and lessens the 
need of discipline. If the child begins 
by reading good things, it soon learns 
to discriminate between the good and 
the bad book, and will throw away that 
which is cheap. She advised against 
unreal books, the so-called goody, 
goody ones, because they do not teach 
the real problems of life. Rather give 
them what will feed their imagination 
and develop their pow^er of under- 
standing. In the times ahead the peo- 
ple as well as the leaders will need 
imagination. 

Along the line of library extension 
the suggestion was made for clubs 
studying some line of work to buy 
their own books and later present them 
to the public library when they have 
finished with them, rather than to ask 
thr ..brary to purchase those books for 
them. 

Real interest in the conference was 
manifested by the evident desire to ask 
questions for information which would 
help in solving individual problems.

house. There will be from eight to ten 
lessons in the course and will be given 
on two consecutive nights each week. 
She stated that contributions of soap, 
flat irons, coverings for ironing boards 
and other supplies would be very wel- 
come. 

Mrs. Celia Wellman gave notice of a 
luncheon to b^ given at the Copley 
Plaza on April 5th in honor of Kate 
W. Barrett, president of the National 
Florence Crittenden League. 

Mrs. ^Varner Marshall, chairman of 
the Education committee, reported that 
her committee had decided to stand 
back in an advisory capacity of the 
trainings classes of the Bureau of 
Household Occupations and asked for 
an appropriation of $50 to finance the 
starting of them, which was granted. 

The special committee appointed to 
consider some method of raising money 
to replenish the Philanthropic fund 
recommended the holding two high- 
class moving picture shows, one on the 
South side and the other on the North 
side. The matter was left to the com- 
mittee to work out the details. 

A plea for the West Newton Music 
School was presented. The school 
faces a deficit of about $1100. The pro- 
moters are hoping to secure wider and 
more general support throughout the 
city and will appeal to the individual 
clubs through their respective music 
chairmen. The Federation voted its 
usual appropriation of $75. 

Mrs. Carrie A. Hull, of the Welfare 
Bureau, stated that there has been an 
unusual call for assistance during the 
winter owing to the large number of 
people w'ithout work. During the 
month of February $1,000 was given in 
relief. She made a plea for bedding 
of all sorts. 

The suggestion of holding the annual 
mee^ng on the South side of the city 
was discussed, but as there seemed to 
be some difference of opinion as to the 
feasibility of so doing, the matter was 
left in the hands of the officers and the 
Social committee to determine.
